The services of a substation 
are required to accomplish the “ step- 
pmg dowri” operation and to perform 
tl^ function the company has fur­ 
nished and put In service at Barring­ 
ton one which represents the last word 
in electrical engineering and construc­ 
tion. Its outstanding characteristic is 
that its operation is automatic. It is 
the second plant of the kind built by 
the company, though the Barrington 
substation is in many respects the 
most remarkable. 
It is of the semi-outdoor type. The

. necessary to move large transformers, 
regulators and boosters from the plant 
then in service at Barrington to the 
new location, as well ^ to reroute 
transmission lines and feeders and to 
carry out many details of a<Uustment. 
But the new plant was on its job ten 
hours after the work began.

W ashington, March 6.—The earnest­ 
ness with which President Harding ad­ 
heres to Ills* determ ination that the 
United States should be represented 
on the court of international justice 
created by the League of Nations was 
asserted in a letter made public at the 
W hite House w ritten by Mr. Harding 
to E arl D. Bloom, lieutenant governor 
of Ohio. 
W ill Take Stump. 
Publication of this letter immediate­ 
ly after adjournm ent of congress and 
the failure of the senate to act upon 
the President’s request for authority to 
name an American member of the in­ 
ternational court signaled the Inten­ 
tion of the President to exert all the 
influence he can upon the country in 
behalf of his proposal during the long 
legislative vacation.

; property tax and is not based upon 
| the value of the shares of stock. 
“It is a tux which corporations pay 
for the privileges granted them under 
the charters issued by the secretary of 
state's office and, in assessing a cer­ 
tain amount for each share of stock 
Issued, it is manifestly impossible to 
base the amount on the value of the 
share,” Emmerson added.

The parliament of King Jam es I was 
dissolved on the 6th of the following 
June. 
It was called the addle parlia­ 
ment because it rem onstrated with the 
king on -is levying “benevolence” or 
forced contributions from his subjects, 
which was illegal, but it passed 
no 
acts. 
Allis was due to the circum ­ 
stances that it was not given time to 
do so, the king dissolving It and so 
getting rid of troublesome and possi­ 
bly dangerous critics. 
Addle is from 
the Saxon word, “adl,” sick, diseased. 
Addle as an adjective m eans having 
lost the power of development by be­ 
coming diseased, as eggs. 
Hence' pro­ 
ducing nothing, unfruitful or barren 


as addle brains. 
As a verb it means 
to m ake addle; f0 make corrupt or 
morbid, as to addle eggs.

Abstract of address by Dr. L. H. 
Bailey, New York State College of 
Agriculture, at the Univ ersity of Illi­ 
nois. 
The mov ements of trade, the efforts 
to find mark ets, the quotations of the 
exchanges, the slgnlflcunt statistics, 
the v olume of production, necessarily 
comprise the major part of the day’s 
activ ities; yet these are but ev idences 
and not fundamental. There must be 
some deeper relationship than this if 
the farmer Is to maintain a singular 
part In the dev elopment of establisl» ed 
society. 
The speak er held that the fanner 
has a singular part, and procee<led to 
dev elop the phllo.sophy of it. 
It Is 
necessary that the fanner, and all the 
rest of us understand what this part Is. 
I 
It Is beyond dispute that we liv e on 
the planet and that we are subject to 
Its circumstances and Its laws. 
The 
condition In which we k eep and main­ 
tain the earth will In the long run 
determine the character and the fate 
of all human institutions. 
We cannot 
get away from these back groun« ls. It 
is significant that the first man was 
placed in this Eden to dress It and 
k eep It. 
To dress It and to k eep It Is the 
former’s singular obligation. 
In tije 
nature of the case his work is a pub­ 
lic benefit If It is honest and good. 
A good farmer leav es the earth con­ 
stantly more fit. If there are persons 
on the land who do not re(H*gnize this 
obligation and w’hat It entails, they 
are not farmers in the meaning of the 
future and In due process of time they 
will pass out. 
It is not alone that 
needful daily supplies are produced 
from the land, but that the k eepersidp 
of the earth most be recognized and 
maintained. 
This is only the statement of a sim­ 
ple, fundamental truth; yet we sadly 
ov erlook and miss Its significance. It 
Is not nec*essary to appeal to a class 
pride in farming; In fact, such a pride 
If 
highly 
organized 
will 
probably 
W’eak en the significance of the farm­ 
er’s work by obscuring It and by sub­ 
stituting other motiv es. 
The pride 
must be personal If it Is effectiv e and 
Its results enduring. 
These positions granted, great con­ 
sequences follow. We must all see to 
It that the farmer Is able to k eep the 
earth. The k eepership Is for all of us 
and for all those who are to come af­ 
ter us. All fancy plans of s<Kia1 prog­ 
ress are of no av ail If the earth Is 
not well k ept in Its productiv e power 
and Its usableness by the farmer ami 
by the engineer. We are at this point 
against the primary elemental fact in 
the maintenance of the race. 
The apprehension of this fact is of 
recent growth. 
The w’orld Is filling 
up; we are going to tlie ends of It. 
We now begin to speculate on tlie 
maintenance of the people. The popu­ 
lations will increase. 
Our science 
does not yet sliov v us hfnv we can 
properly maintain the populations one 
hundred years hence. 
Ev en though 
synthetic chemistry comes migtitily 
to our aid, yet the materials must be 
produced; and we cannot foresee any 
synthesis v ast enough to supply the 
enlarging needs of men. 
The farmer is not a real k eeper of 
the earth for all the rest of us until 
he Is ftret able to mak e a good liv ing 
for himself. 
If the annual rewards 
are not as satisfactory a.s for otifer 
occupations of similar ability 
and 
sk ill, then only the less able men and 
women will remain on the farm. 
So­ 
ciety cannot afford to hav e such men 
and women on the fanns, 
Tlie farmer Is entitled to the fair 
wage, as is any other man w ho work s 
activ ely and honestly; more than that, 
the rest of us and the coming genera­ 
tions are entitled to tlie protection 
that an educated and prosi)erous farm­ 
ing people can Insure. A low stand­ 
ard of liv ing on the farms Implies 
wasted 
fertility, 
small 
production, 
mean products and a weak . Inefficient 
k eepership for ev ery one of us. 
T he’farmer must be an activ e, pro­ 
gressiv e, co-operating factor In th^ 
progress of society. There must be no 
subjugation economically, none social­ 
ly, and none politically. 
In a deiu(» c- 
racy there mu.st be no peasantry, no 
mudsills. 


land—they are tacit although unper- 
celv ed recognition ,of the fact that 
If 
we do not maintain our k eei^ershlp of 
the earth—which is agriculture—we all 
irretriev ably suffer. 
The only way In the long run to 
maintain our agriculture, us to main­ 
tain any other arm of socdety. Is by 
the elev ation of the men and women 
w'ho engage In It. 
Organization will 
help, but we must remember that or­ 
ganization has a retarding as well as 
an accelerating Influence. 
We are 
just now' properly proud of agricul­ 
tural organizations. 
Good; but be­ 
ware that they do not run away with 
us as they hav e elsewhere. The future 
of agriculture rests prlinuplly and di­ 
rectly on the intrinsic quality of men 
and w’omen standing on their merits 
and on their ow'n fe<‘t. The real and 
permanent betterment depends on men 
and women Intrinsically. 
We should dev elop the philosophy 
that the farming folk shall be able to 
stand alone as men and women be­ 
cause of their k nowledge, their ability, 
and their serv ice. 
Organizations are 
only aids. 
There should be no ex- 
tnineous props, no bounties except to 
remedy injustices, no gifts, no re­ 
wards not due on merit. We are here 
In this western world engaged In a 
v ast experiment to dev elop a democ­ 
racy; we do not yet k now what It 
means or whither It leads, but we 
k now that It cannot be independent of 
the earth and of the prtKluce of It; 
that It must be conditioned on sup­ 
plies, that it must ev er be Inv igorated 
by the long look ahead and by the 
care of the heritage that comes to us 
fresh from the hand of God.

liv e-stock farmers that com must be 
supplemented with feetls containing 
a larger proportion of protein If ieei 
Ing is to be carried on economically 
The same Is true of the other cerea 
hav ing a high starch content. To all 
such carbonaceous cereals must

added some form of prtdein feed 
the best returns are to be made from 
the cereals fed. 
This Is especially 
true In fee<llng milch cows, growing 
young animals, and breeding females. 
While shorts, tank age, oil 
meal 
cottonseed meal, soybean cak e, bran 
and other by-pr<Mluct feeds may well 
l» e used to suppieuiCQi com and other 
carbonaceous 
cereuls, 
the 
total 
amount of such fees av ailable Is en­ 
tirely too limited to balance the 
cat- 
bonuceous cereal crops produced. 
Since practically all of the cere« 
crops 
produced,

must be fed to animals It Is necetsjiry 
to grow a considerable amount 
legume crop material to properly bal 
ance such cereal crops fed. 
Without 
such legume crops to supplement the 
cereals fefl. the full ft*edlnf v alue of 
such cereals cannot be rc^ilze<l.

must 
either 
grow 
enough 
legume 
croi>8 to properly balance the cereal 
crops fetl, or waste cereals. 
If we compare the acreage and pfo- 
ductlon of legume crops with the 
acrejige and production of the non 
legume crops w'hlch must be fed 
animals, we cannot help but reach 
the conclusion that we must hav e 
larger production of legumes If we 
are to use our cereals and other non 
legume crops In the most economical 
\v a.v . 
We must conclude, therefore, 
that from the stardrmint of the most 
economical utilization of our cereal 
crops alone w*e must hav e a larger 
production of legume crops. 
This means that the legume crops 
should hav e a fairly large place In 
our ordinary farm rotations, not alone 
because of their influence on the main 
taining of soil nitrogen, but quite as 
much because such legumts must be 
grown and fed If the other crops In 
the rotation are to be iisetl econom 
Ically. 
Without an adequate produc­ 
tion of such legumes, the other crops 
grow'n must of necessity be to 
greater or lesser extent wmsted. 
With the proportions of legume and 
non-legume crqps grown at the pres-

time It is lik ely true that one of 
Ev ery man must hav e the ^he greatest wastes In our farm econ- 
folr opportunity * not only to thriv e

omy occurs in the feeding of ratlmis 
not properly balanced because of 
lack of protein feed.

feed can be supplied in adequate 
amounts only through the production 
of more legume crops. These legumes 
can be produced economically 
only 
through a system of croping which 
meets the 
essential requirements of 
a good rotation. 


Mechanical and Hand Milk ing 


Many a dairjnian has seriously con­ 
sidered purchasing a milk ing machine 
as he struggled with the hard-mllk - 
Ing heifer In fly time, but the fear 
that It would prov e an unprofitable 
inv estment has k ept the milk stool in 
dally use. 
Other formers w’ho milk 
a few cows look longingly at the rel­ 
ativ ely high prices of dairy products 
but hesitate to Increase the size of 
their herds because of the drudgery 
of milk ing. 
Both of these classes of 
men will find Interesting a study of 
the comparativ e expense of mechani­ 
cal and hand milk ing publishe<1 by 
the Univ ersity of Illinois agricultur­ 
al experiment station. 
The bulletin 
(No. 241) reports the coat of milk ­ 
ing on 32 farms where milk ing ma­ 
chines were used and on 34 farms 
where cows were milk ed by hand. 
The cost accounting records from 
which 
the 
data 
were 
obtained 
grouped under one Item the time re­ 
quired to milk , clean, feed, and ned 
the cows and clean the milk utensils, 
and as a result the labor required In 
milk int alone could not be separated. 


On the farms using milk ing machines, 
the labor required for all these opera­ 
tions was approximately 40/per cent 
less than the labor required to do the 
same chores on the farms where cows 
were milk ed by hand. The cost of op­ 
erating these milk ing machines Is dis­ 
cussed in some detail as well as the 
relation of cost to the size of the herd. 
It Is concluded that the raje which 
a 
farmer has to pay for labor is <Hie of 
the chief factors which determine 
whether or not a milk ing machine will 
be a sav ing Inv estment.

We are here 
in this western world engaged in a 
vast experiment to develop a democ­ 
racy; we do not yet know what It 
means or whither it leads, but we 
know that it cannot he independent of 
the earth and of the produce of it;

by the long look ahead and by the 
care of the heritage that comes to us 
fresh from the Ii and of God.

M echanical and Hand Milking 


Many a dairyman has seriously con­ 
sidered purchasing a milking machine 
as he struggled with the hard-milk- 
ing heifer in fly time, hut the fear 
that it would prove an unprofitable 
investment has kept the milk stool in 
daily use. 
Other farmers who milk 
a few cows look longingly at the rel­ 
atively high prices of dairy products 
but hesitate to increase the size of 
their herds because of the drudgery 
of milking. 
Both of these classes of 
men will find Interesting a study of 
I the comparative expense of mechani­ 
cal and hand milking published by 
the University of Illinois agricultur­ 
al experiment station. 
Tile bulletin 
(No. 241) reports the cost of milk­ 
ing on 32 farms where milking ma­ 
chines were used and on 34 farms 
where cows were milked by hand. 
The cost accounting records from 
which 
the 
data 
were 
obtained 
grouped under one Item the time re­ 
quired to milk, clean, feed, and qed 
the cows and clean the milk utensils 
and as a result the labor required in 
milking alone could not be separated. 


On the farms using milking machines, 
the labor required for all these opera­ 
tions was approximately 40 per cent 
less than the labor required to do the 
same chores on the farms where cows 
were milked by hand. The cost of op­ 
erating these milking machines is dis­ 
cussed in some detail as well as the 
relation of cost to the size of the herd. 
It is concluded that the rate which a 
farmer has to pay for labor is one of 
the

factors 
which 
determine 
whether or not a milking machine will 
be a saving investment.
